Marion to Consider Regional Water District 

On Monday, April 28, Marion citizens will have 
the opportunity to deliberate the establishment of a 
District Water Planning Committee when they discuss 
Article 11 at the Annual Town Meeting. 

If the voters pass the article, the Board of Select- 
men will be authorized to create an unpaid committee 
consisting of three Marion residents. The committee 
would join with similar committees in the Towns of 
Fairhaven and / or Mattapoisett. The article would also 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to appropriate the sum 
of $50,000 for the engineering, legal and other expenses of 
the committee. 

Together they would study the advisability of 
establishing a regional water district commission to 
construct and operate water treatment and other water 
service facilities for its member towns. The committee 
would report its findings and recommendations to the 
Selectmen. 

The Marion Water Subcommittee, created in July 
2002, has been investigating potential water sources for 
the past ten months. With Draconian cutbacks from the 
state, it has concluded that the most efficient, expedient 
and cost-effective approach would be some type of 
regionalization. Such collaboration could result in saving 
each of the communities millions of dollars in comparison

Financial Privacy 
Straus to Address National Conference 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) will be speaking to a forum on financial 
privacy at the National Conference of State Legislators 
(NCSL) national meeting in Boston later this week. The 
panel, titled ''Financial Privacy: You and Your Personal 
Information,'' will be held on Saturday, April 26 at the 
NCSL Spring Forum in Boston. 

The session will discuss options and approaches 
by the state and federal government to protect financial 
privacy. 

"I am honored that the NCSL asked me to partici- 
pate in this important panel discussion," Representative 
Straus said. "With the number of identity thefts rapidly 
increasing, I believe this timely discussion needs to

address the issue of allowing consumers to control who 
accesses their private information. If a Massachusetts 
resident wants to give up their privacy to these compa- 
nies, they can. The presumption in my proposal is that 
information on a financial transaction is to remain a 
private matter between the consumer and their bank or 
insurance company.'' 

Representative Straus filed legislation (H. 285) 
which utilizes an ''opt in" approach to consumer consent 
to information sharing by financial institutions. "Opt in" 
requires financial institutions to first obtain the 
consumer's affirmative consent before sharing consumer 
information. Representative Straus has been an advocate 
for privacy issues during his service in the state legisla- 
ture; earlier this year, his "No Call List" legislation to 
restrict telemarketers became law. 

The National Conference of State Legislators 
provides a variety of services to help lawmakers tailor 
policies for their states. NCSL provides a forum for 
advancing ideas in each state; for promoting information- 
sharing, one-on-one and collectively; and for providing 
people with knowledge and resources.

To the Editor: 

The Marion Board of Selectmen has been mandated by 
the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) to cap the landfill off Benson Brook Road that has been 
closed since February 2001. The Board of Selectmen, Town 
Administrator and Chairman of the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) made a decision to fund the capping of the old landfill 
by providing 250,000 cubic yards of landfill space to a private 
firm for the disposal of coal fly ash and construction fines. These 
decisions were made without public input. The Selectmen are 
proposing to allow over 9,000 trailer dump trucks loaded to 
capacity with solid waste be desposited in the Town's Water 
Supply Protection District. 

Coal fly ash, when desposited in an unlined landfill, 
leaches aresenic, lead and other heavy metals into the ground 
water. The abandoned landfill off Benson Brook is the headwa- 
ters of the stream that runs adjacent to the town's only produc- 
tion well located in Marion. Construction fines are produced at 
construction demolition recycling plants and contain wood 
waste that is contaminated with lead paint, gypsum board and 
asphalt shingles. Construction fines when placed in a landfill 
and covered produce hydrogen sulfide and methane gas. You 
will remember that hydrogen sulfide gas resembles the smell of 
rotten eggs. 

The Selectmen give us a lot of rhetoric on their concerns 
for the town's quality of life, yet they are proposing a significant 
degradation of that quality by allowing 9,000 trailer dump 
trucks of dusty, dirty solid waste to pass over the town's streets. 
I can just imagine how pleased Sippican Corporation and the 
Sippican Healthcare Facility will be when they get their first 
breath of hydrogen sulfide gas from the prevailing southwest 
summer breezes. When the wind is northwest the village. Tabor

supported it willingly and well. Today, in an increasingly 
competitive world, and despite a temporarily troubled state 
economy, it is even more important that we provide that same 
quality of education. 

Maintaining the diversity and quality of ORR educa- 
tion depends critically on passing the overrides for ORR, placed 
on our ballots by the Selectmen of Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester. To gain support for those overrides by the tri-town 
Finance Committees and Selectmen the ORR District School 
Committee has had to cut back severely on its planned operating 
budget for next year. 

In January we proposed a 2003-04 budget designed to 
maintain this year's programs and support services and, at the 
same time, to bring the new ORR building complex into full 
operation. That budget, slightly more than $12 million, included 
a $524,000 start-up ''bump'' added to our utilities costs. The new 
school building complex, nearly twice as large, and subject to 
new health regulations for ventilation, was expected to be more 
costly to operate than the original two buildings, but increases in 
natural gas and electricity rates added substantially to the size of 
the expected start-up bump — at the worst possible time 
economically. 

Correctly anticipating drastic reductions in state aid to 
regional schools, tri-town Selectmen and Finance Committees 
decided that the added $524,000 in new utilities costs should be 
shared among our three towns through overrides, and that the 
rest of the ORR budget should increase by no more than 1.7 
percent over this year's. To meet that goal we had to cut 
$449,000 from our original budget, nearly as much as the 
absolutely essential utilities start-up costs. 

To preserve the quality of our programs, we have

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

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Band-Aid

Laurel Canyon. Starring Frances McDormand, Chris- 
tian Bale, and Kate Beckinsale.

Jane (Frances McDormand), a California record producer 
who's hung out with most of the greats, has a theory about pop 
music: ''Either it pulls you in or it leaves you cold/' The highly 
intelligent and enjoyable indie film Laurel Canyon may leave some 
people cold — it is, after all, about the pains and problems of the 
well-off — but it pulled me in with its friendly, inclusive, 
nonjudgmental appraisal of human nature. Writer-director Lisa 
Cholodenko, whose previous film was 1998's High Art, likes to 
poke around in the psyches of creative people (or their hangers- 
on) and see what happens; here, she adds some rather uncom- 
fortable almost-familial infidelity to the mix. 

Jane is a proudly unreconstructed flower child, endlessly 
getting high with the guys whose album she's producing, and 
flirting with a longer-lasting-than-usual relationship with one of 
them, lead singer Ian (Alessandro Nivola). "We have a deep con- 
nection," she explains to her grown son Sam (Christian Bale), a 
Harvard Med graduate interning at a psych ward. Sam's heard 
this before; he counters with the names of various partners (male 
and female) Jane has been deeply connected with in the past. 
Yeah, but Ian is different, perhaps starting with the fact that he's 
sixteen years younger than she is. 

Sam is staying in his mother's house with his girlfriend Alex 
(Kate Beckinsale), who dutifully toils on her dissertation on the 
reproductive habits of fruit flies while lan's band blares in Jane's 
nearby home studio. Sam finds Jane "embarrassing," even at- 
tempting to pass her off as "mentally undeveloped," but you 
sense a childhood full of hectic fun times that Sam needed to 
escape. He and Alex are supposed to be looking at apartments, 
but Alex, who takes a liking to Jane, doesn't seem to be hunting 
too hard; neither does Sam, who lingers too long in the car with 
alluring fellow resident Sara (Natascha McElhone), who's been 




giving him rides to work and seems to want other rides with 
him. 

Frances McDormand cheerfully turns Jane into the polar 
opposite of the forbidding, anti-drug mom she played in Almost 
Famous; the two performances function as bookends. (Yet both 
mothers ultimately let their sons go off to become their own per- 
sons, and would probably get along with each other on that ba- 
sis.) Jane's relationship with Sam (played by Bale with flustered 
decency) is by far the most intriguing aspect of the movie. There's 
a rather poignant snapshot of her cuddling Sam as a serious- 
faced little boy, perhaps already a seasoned veteran of his mom's 
excesses. You feel that Jane would like Sam to loosen up a bit, 
but also needs him just as he is; she has produced a self-reliant 
son, too straight for his own good, yet honestly who he is. The 
two actors weave a fine thread of mutually exasperated respect 
and love. 

When Alex begins to enjoy Jane's company a bit too much 

— expressing some of the wildness she's repressed for too long 

— Laurel Canyon takes an uneasy turn but plays it mostly for 
erotic comedy. A son's worst nightmare — your girlfriend mak- 
ing out with your mom — is hinted at but not explored; 
Cholodenko rightly senses that this would derail the movie's 
emphasis, which is on life's dissatisfactions rather than on sex. 
This writer-director, like the similar Nicole Holofcener {Lovely 
and Amazing), allows her smart characters to act stupidly but 
doesn't punish or scorn them for it. Laurel Canyon is an easygo- 
ing study of different kinds of foolishness, relaxing into human 
flaws and coming up with something that feels fresh.

A vocal group of Marion residents went before the Board of 
Selectmen last week to express their extreme displeasure over 
the fact that they had recently met with former Town Adminis- 
trator and current contracted Building Commissioner Ray Pick- 
les to inform him they did not intend to renew his three-year 
contract when it expires June 1. The board members had come to 
the conclusion that Marion's dual part-time Building Commis- 
sioner and Building Inspector slots should now be rolled into a 
single, full-time position — a move that would bring the town in 
line with many other Massachusetts municipalities. 

Although no one was debating the capabilities and talents 
of Mr. Pickles — a man who worked for the town for nearly 30 
years and still retains an encyclopedic knowledge of all-things- 
Marion — the majority of those attending the unscheduled ses- 
sion last week built their case solely on Mr. Pickles' personal 
merits and failed to see the potential need for the expanded role. 
Resident and contractor Victor Brier, who spearheaded the pro- 
Ray rally, questioned the wisdom of establishing a higher-paid, 
full-time position in the current economic climate and accused 
the Selectmen of simply wanting to get rid of Mr. Pickles. 

''So, what you're saying is you're not satisfied with the job 
Ray Pickles is doing?" Mr. Brier asked the board. 

But Selectmen Chairman Benjamin Bryant made it clear they 
had been looking at changing and / or expanding the position 
since last December as a means of better dealing with zoning 
enforcement and increased by-law development. ''We felt the time 
devoted to this position wasn't enough, so we looked at ways to 
expand it," Selectman Bryant said. "We think more time is needed 
(for the Building Commissioner) to be here and available to the 
public." 

Ironically, the public seemed to feel their needs were being 
met just fine by Building Commissioner Pickles and Marion's 
two part-time Building Inspectors — and they told the board as 



much last week. But when you look at the big picture, I think 
you can also see the benefit of having a point-person available 
on a full-time basis to deal with day-to-day questions and prob- 
lems that arise. Being "just a phone call away," as Mr. Brier touted 
of Mr. Pickles, is neither convenient nor beneficial when you're 
trying to meet construction deadlines and resolve by-law issues. 

If the Marion Selectmen erred in this situation, it was in not 
making their thought process public until dropping the bomb- 
shell on Mr. Pickles during an Executive Session meeting. If their 
intent since last December was to push to fund a full-time Build- 
ing Commissioner position on the upcoming April 26 Town Meet- 
ing warrant, this should have been discussed openly some time 
ago via their regular meetings. That Mr. Pickles responded by 
sending a letter to several town contractors and notifying the 
press himself smacks of clandestine, behind-closed-doors poli- 
tics which doesn't sit well with yours truly. They also didn't gauge 
Mr. Pickles interest in taking on the added full-time duties, and 
admitted this was an omission on their part during the meeting. 

But given Marion's anomalous part-time Building Commis- 
sioner and Building Inspectors structure, it seems more logical 
to have three part-time positions handled by a single full-time 
town employee — at a pay rate that would likely cost taxpayers 
less than 40 hours a week when compared to three part-time slots 
averaging 20 hours each. Although Rochester gets by with a part- 
time Building Inspector, the more comparable Mattapoisett has 
employed a full-time Inspector of Buildings for some time. 

Whether the proposed expanded full-time position is filled 
by Mr. Pickles or someone else, it's a move that ultimately makes 
sense, despite the residents' obvious resistance to change. "This 
is a unique situation in Marion," Selectman Bryant said. "We've 
really wrestled with keeping the same system ... (but) there's not 
enough hours to coordinate things, there's not enough supervi- 
sion going on."

The South Coast Chamber Music Society will 
present the final concert of their second season on Satur- 
day, April 26 at 8:00 pm.

Ms Lindsay has appeared with such 
performing organizations as the Concord Orchestra, the 
Master Singers, and the Concord Chorus. She is also a 
frequent performer with chamber ensembles, including 
the Rosamunde Quartet and the Longy Artist Ensemble 
and appears annually on the First Parish Summer Series 
in Lexington.
